drew up there were not above two persone in the lower boxes, though 
the number at the time of his entrcé had encreased to about thirty, 
and afterwards to a hundred, among whom were twelve females. ‘The 
gallery benches were by no means uumerously filled, and Kean’s friends 
in the pit about half filled it. On his appearance on the stage a loud 
burst of applanse proceeded from most of the andience, and the few 
hisses were stifled in the uproar. One Lady in the centre of the pit 
appeared quite carried away by her excees of feeling, for, standiag 
up with something in her had resembling a towel, she waved it ia a 
most enthusiastic and, to Mr. Kean ue doubt, gratifying manner,— 
When the applause had a little snbsided, and the hisses became more 
audible,this heroine looked round with a most tertifying aspeet,threat- 
ening every one that expressed disapprobation with annihilation, It 
must be confessed, however, that the hisses were few in number, ae 
those persons who, from feelings of morality, or dislike to the peculi- 
arities of Kean’s acting, did not wish to patronise him, had generally 
pursued the wise plan of keeping at home, and the play proceeded in 
avery orderly way. On ‘Tuesday, the theatre was miserably at- 
tended to see Kean as Shylock. ‘The house on Wednesday night waa 
thin in the extreme ; and who could have imagined that the thinnest 
house during the season would have been that on which the Kean per- 
formed Othello! He was evideutly highly indignant, and thongh the 
few he had mustered on the ovcasion gave him several rounds of ‘up- 
plause, he only deigxed to notice them by one single slight inclination 
of his head. He stood erect, with his back partly turned towards 
the andience,who tried in vain to suoth his wounded spirit. On ‘Thure- 
day the theatre was rather better attended, yet only very moderately, 
wheu Kean exhibited Sir Giles Overeach, al ordinaire. Last night the 
fashionables assembled in very small numbers to patronise Kean in 
Lear, aud the performances during the week have keen worse attended 
than any week the present season.— Birmingham Journal.
